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PREFACE. 


HE collection of Mollusca in the Indian Museum had 

for its beginning the recent shells which formed a part 
of the Museum of the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

These Mollusca, when in the possession of the Asiatic 
Society, were catalogued in 1860 by Mr. W. Theobald,! and 
the Catalogue was published by order of the Society. 

In 1866 the Mollusca and other collections generally of 
the Asiatic Society of Bengal were transferred by an Act of 
the Legislature to the Government of India, thus constitut- 
ing the foundation of the Indian Museum. 

Some years after the transfer, the Trustees of the Indian 
Museum purchased from Mr. Nevill an extensive collection 
of Mollusca which he had formed before he had entered the 
service of the Trustees, and to this and the Asiatic Society’s 
collections, many extensive additions have been made by dona- 
tions, exchanges and purchases, chiefly of Asiatic species. 

A list of the names of the contributors mentioned in 
this work will be found after this Preface, and among the 
principal donors of recent years may be mentioned the late 
Dr. Stoliczka who, besides presenting many species during 
his life time, bequeathed his entire collection of Mollusca to 
the Trustees of the Indian Museum. 

Mr. Nevill is indebted to Professor Edward von Martens 
for much valuable assistance in the identification of species, 
and the thanks of the Trustees are also due to Professor

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Martens for the presentation of an important set of typical 
examples of certain Eastern Asiatic forms of land shells. 

Mr. Nevill, in drawing up this Hand List, followed the 
system adopted by Carus and Gerstaecker in their “ Hand- 
buch der Zoologie,” and accepted the various terms used by 
these authors. 

This, the First Part of the Hand List of Mollusca, includes 
only the Pulmonate Gastropods and the Neurobranchiate 
division of the Prosobranchiata, but it is hoped that Mr. 
Nevill will soon be able to complete the remaining portion 
of the second order of the Gastropods.

My friend Mr. Theobald has, I fear, led Mr. Hanley into an 
error in the Con. Indica regarding this group; the form from 
Thyet Myo called P. blanfordiana by Mr. Theobald is execed- 
ingly close to P. artata. I consider it nothing but a mere local 
variety ; the shell figured for it in the Con. Indica is quite dit- 
ferent, being exceedingly close to P. arula (so close that Tam 
inclined to doubt its being more than a variety); the figure is 
an exact representation of the type of P. peguensis. A com- 
parison with Benson’s admirable description, where he points out 
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its close affinities to his P. arula, should convince even my 
friend Mr. Theobald himself. 


In any case P. blanfordiana must be altogether eliminated 
from the list of species, if my view is correct, as it is a mere 
local form of P. artata; if the figure, however, in the Con. 
Indica really represents Theobald’s form, it becomes a synonym 
of P. peguensis.
